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NEW  ORDERS 

New  orders  of  $53.2  billion  for  all  manufactured 
products  recorded  a  sizeable  decrease  of  $700 
million  from  the  February  total  of  $53.9  billion, 
after  seasonal  adjustment,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  announced  today. 

Orders  in  the  durable  goods  sector  declined 
somewhat  more  than  all  manufacturing  as  non- 
durables  increased  slightly.  Durable  goods  declined 
$750  million  in  March  to  $29.7  billion.  This  decline 
is  considerably  less  than  that  recorded  in  the 
March  advance  report  on  durable  goods,  reflecting 
more  complete  reporting  in  the  aerospace  industry. 
Most  of  the  decline  in  orders  from  February  to 
March  occurred  in  the  aerospace  industries  with 
smaller  decreases  in  the  automotive  and  non- 
electrical machinery  industries.  Exclusive  of  aero- 
space, durable  goods  new  orders  declined  approxi- 
mately $200  million  to  $27.3  billion  in  March  from 
$27.5  billion  in  February.  New  orders  in  the 
nondurable  goods  sector  increased  $100  million  to 
$23.5  billion  in  March.  Increases  in  the  food  and 
textile  industries  more  than  offset  a  $200  million 
decline  for  the  chemical  industry  as  other  non- 
durable industries  remained  near  their  February 
totals.  Among  the  supplemental  series,  new  orders 
for  defense  products  .declined  $200  million  to  $2.1 
billion  in  March;  machinery  and  equipment  also 
declined  $200  million  to  $6.3  billion;  and  orders 
for  consumer  durables  at  $2.3  billion  were  about 
equal  to  the  February  total.    (SEE  CHART  1) 

SHIPMENTS 

Manufacturers'  shipments  in  March  of  $52.9 
billion  were  $400  million  below  the  February  total. 
Nearly  all  major  durable  goods  industry  groups 
recorded  small  decreases  with  the  automotive  in- 
dustry reporting  the  largest  decline.  March  ship- 
ments of  nondurable  goods  at  $23.5  billion  showed 
a  fractional  increase  from  February  shipments  of 
$23.4  billion.    (SEE  CHART  2)

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UNFILLED  ORDERS 

Unfilled  orders  held  by  durable  goods  manu- 
facturers Increased  slightly  to  $85.2  bUlion  in 
March  from  $85.0  billion  in  February  reversing  the 
small  decline  in  backlog  recorded  in  the  advance 
report.  The  moderate  decrease  in  shipments  of 
durable  goods  combined  with  the  small  increase  in 
backlog  resulted  in  an  increase  of  the  unfilled 
orders- shipments  ratio  for  durable  goods  to  3.22 
in  March  from  3.18  in  February.    (SEE  CHART  3) 


INVENTORIES 

Total  inventories  held  by  all  manufacturers  at 
the  end  of  March  rose  to  $90.3  billion  compared 
with  $89.5  billion  at  the  end  of  February.  Since 
shipments  declined  as  inventories  increased  from 
February  to  March,  the  inventory- shipments  ratio 
climbed  to  1.71  in  March  compared  with  1.68  in 
February.  Virtaully  all  the  increase  occurred  in 
durable  goods  inventories  as  the  nondurable  goods 
inventories  were  virtually  unchanged  from  March. 
Increases  occurred  across  all  the  durable  goods 
industry  groups.  For  all  manufacturing  industries 
combined,  increases  were  reported  in  inventories 
at  all  stages  of  fabrication.    (SEE  CHART  4)
